The afternoon session of the deaf- 
mute convention, yesterday. WM 
occupied chiefly by several short 

addresses on timely topics. Greet- 
ings from the United States were 
brought by Mr. G. H. Ilansy. He 

was a graduate from Flint School, 

and had attended several conven- 
tions for the deaf in the Stales, but 
none of them surpassed this in in- 
terest or enthusiasm. 

A short history of the mission 
work among the deaf of Toronto 
was given by Mr. Elliott, and Mr. 
Beeves spoke for a tew moments on 

the value of reading to the deaf. 
Ho said thai without careful, sys- 
tematic reading it was impossible 
for the deaf to advanoe or even to 

retain what they have learned 
lie urged all the deaf to try in this 
way In improve in their knowledge 
of language and their mental cul- 
ture. 

Mr. Nurse urged that an itiner- 
ant missionary be appointed for 
Ihe provinoe. The Toronto mules 
had done What they could to reach 
OUtside places, but they could not 
possibly supply regular services to 
all other places and towns, and he 
thought that the deaf could easily 

support a missionary, who would 

devote all his time 10 going from 

place to place and holding religious 
services. 

The session in the evening was 
perhaps the most interest ing of the 
serins.

Mr. Nurse signed a brief speech 
before closing, lie said that they 
were glad to have had with them 
again and again a large number of 
speaking people, who came to show 
their sympathy and good-will. 
They had never, at any of their 
conventions before, had so many 
hearing people visii them. Here 
many had come, especially at their 
Sunday services, to show kindly 
feelings towards them. They were 
glad of this, because they could 
show that they were a* clever and 
could understand things just as 
well as they could. They oould 
transact business, earn money and 
keep themselves The visitors saw 
them as (hey were, and thus many 
erroneous ideas were dispelled.

BOSTON, Mass., June 86.— Four 
deaf-mutes, two of Ihem brothers, 
were graduated this week at Har- 
vard. So far as can be learned, in 
jls history of two hundred and 
eighty-six years, the Institution has 
never before bestowed a regular 

degree upon a deaf-mute. 

The four are all entered in the 
Lawrence Scientific School, and till 
are planning to be engineers. 
They do not feel that they have ac- 
complished great achievements, al- 
though their recoid is unprecedent- 
ed. Their t yes have done double 
duty, the slightest move of their 
instructors' and fellow students' 
lips being full of meaning to them. 

Something of the' credit due 
should be given to Professor James 
11 Love, of the mathematical 
department and secretary of the 

Lawrence Scientific School, who, in 
order that they might better read 
biS lips, eheet fully sacrificed his 
beard. 

For four years Robert R. Pollak, 
Tileslon Chiekering, Homer and 
I'.lvin Wheeler, have delved in 
I het mo-dynaniics, elcclrokine- 

matios, hydrokinematics, gravi- 
metric and volumetric quantitative 
analyses, the properties of poly- 
nomials, invariants, determinants, 
calculus or quaternions, the dy- 
namics of rigid bodies, the theory 
of tetranedal co-ordinates, quadrio 
surfaces, lineal associative algebra, 
etc. 

It is a question, after all, if such 
students, their world somewhat nar- 
rowed than that of theiroompanies, 
are not peculiarly adapted to the 

contemplation of such subjects as 
spherical harmonies, and, in years 
to come, nniy not establish new 
achievements In such departments 
of Investigation. 

These young men have gone 
about Harvard exactly like their 
fellows, except that they have been 
excused from certain oral tests, for 
which the blackboard and blue 

book were substituted. Except for 



copying their companions 1 notes, it 
is likely that they have given their 
classes as much as th y have taken 
from them. 

In athletics, too, they have made 
Creditable records, and at the same 

time each lias been Identified with 
the technical clubs in hia own 
department of study, besides pro- 
secuting some side lines for amuse- 
ment, such as photography. One 
of them. Robert R. Pollak, made a 

European trip in most uncommon 
style, working his oceanic passage 
on i cattle steamer, and traversing 
the continent with only a few coins 
in his pocket ram.

'.) o'clock till 11 :80 a.m. At twelve 
dinner is served, following with an- 
other recess until halt past one. 
when tha morning routine is again 
resumed until I r.M. After that 
time the boys and girlsamuse them- 
selves until it is bed time in various 
ways, in games — perhaps it is base 
ball, foothall, ping-pong or some 
Other sport -laying aside half an 
hour, from 5:80 to 6 p M., for their 
evening meal. When the time to 
retire comes or darkness prevents 
any further amusement from being 
indulged in, a whole day ol pleasure 
has been enjoyed, and so you sec 

that a good many ways of spending 

the lime can be found by (hose who 
wish lo seek it. This is about the 
same way that Ihe time is spent 
while all the Other pupils tire pre- 
sold at school, only there is a need 

of additional playars for each 

game, and also that there is much 
more time to spend during the sum- 
mer vacation out of doors than in 
the school year. So by reading 
this, those who wish to know, will 
now understand that they could en- 
joy themselves in the same way. if 
they were present.
